Salvadore Lizzio, who allegedly 
came to America as an alien and 
eluded federal authorities since a 
case was started several years ago 
in a New Jersey court. He was 
allegedly arrested in New Jersey 
for illegal entry and was ordered 
deported to Italy. Released on a 
bond by the court, he is reported 
to have left that state.

Secret service officers somehow, 
somewhere picked up a trail that 
led from New Jersey to California 
and from Salvadore Lizzio to Sam 
Strano. 

He was arrested in July. At 
time Judge James Sharp 
knew federal officials were in the 
community and that they had ar- 
rested a man named Lizzio, un- 
known to the Cucamonga justice 
of the peace, 

Not until yesterday was it re- 
vealed that Lizzio was Strano. He 
was placed on the transcontinen-

Syphilis Cases From Uni- 
| versity Speaker 


| Explaining that at one time 
| tuberculosis was not publicly dis- 
| cussed because it was a “bad dis- 
ease,” and that later it became a 
}subject for general conversation, 
|Prof. Glen Carlson of Redlands 
| university yesterday urged Upland 
| Lions club members to openly ad- 
vocate pudlic education on the 
dangers cf syphilis and its possi- 
bilities cf control and cure. 

In the United States annually 
are 1,000,000 new cases of syphil- 
is, he said, in comparing this fig- 
ure with 125,000 annual new cases 
cf tuberculosis. The number of new 
cases is so large because the pub- 
lic in general has not been educat- 
ed to the necessity of treatment 
and to the need of preventing its 
spread, he declared.

LET’S GROW PEONIES 

Dr. A. P. Saunders of New York 
has been experimenting with peon- 
ies for 33 years. This experience 
should qualify him to speak on 
their culture.

Be sure your plants are i 
available. So many improvem 
have been made by hybridiz that 
it doesn’t pay to bother with the 
older and weaker types. One year 
field plants are : to 
buy than divisions, for they are 
disturbed less.

_be six inches long and four in 
number. Fall planting in Septem- 
ber or October is to be preferred 
to spring planting. 

Slight shade is favored so that 
the bloom may be protected from 
the hot sun.
